Two cars collided M onday ev e­ 
ning 
at 
M organ 
and 
Second 
streets, which again calls a tte n­ 
tion to the fact tha t this is one 
of the m ost dangerou s of street 
intersections in Ru shv ille, and 
shou ld be p rotected w ith a stop 
and go signal. 
Almost any m otorist will tell 
y ou tha t this p articu lar sp ot is 
dangerou s. 
Y esterday a large bu s was oc­ 
cu p y ing 
its 
one-half 
of 
the 
street, by taking u p the center 
p ortion and a car attem p ting to 
p ass was forced clear ov er on the 
wrong side of the street and 
crashed into a car tha t was p ass­ 
ing the intersection. 
Accidents of this kind can be 
av oided. In the first p lace the 
bu s has a designated sp ot to p ark 
in, and p rop er signs are erected 
to keep ou t other cars. This one 
section of the city ordinance is 
ov erlooked, as the sp ace m ost u s­ 
u ally is taken u p w ith p riv ate 
cars; th a t was the case y esterday 
and the bu s was comp elled to 
stop in the center of the street. 
It is alm ost an imp ossibility , of 
cou rse, for a one-m an 
p olice 
force in the day tim e to be ev ery ­ 
p lace a t once, bu t for a city of 
6 ,000 p eop le a one-m an force is 
not su fficient to cop e w ith all 
situ ations tha t m ight arise. 
W ith the traffic and 
other 
com p lications there shou ld a t all 
tim es be a p olice officer v isible in 
the bu siness district, and tha t is 
far from the case today .

W ashington, Ap ril 13 (A5) — 
Insistence tha t y esterday ’s W ag­ 
ner labor act decisions wou ld 
not alter President Roosev elt’s 
p lan for reorganizing the su ­ 
p rem e cou rt cam e today from 
adm inistration leaders. 
C hairm an A shu rst (D., Ariz.) 
of the senate ju diciary com m it­ 
tee said ju st before tha t body 
resu m ed hearings on the cou rt 
bill the tribu nal’s action afford­ 
ed “new and additional reasons” 
for enacting the p rogram . 
He said that, for one thing, 
the cou rt “m ight 
change 
its 
m ind” on' some fu tu re legisla­ 
tion. 
On the hou se side Sp eaker 
B ankhead said the p resident’s 
bill “is not ou t, of cou rse.”

inform ed 
adm inistration 
official,

clared there was no indication 
of a comp romise.

OF STRIKES IN FACTORIES 


Inflation has been blam ed for 
m any things. I t has been rep eat­ 
edly said tha t inflation first a f­ 
fects the working m an, the fel­ 
low who can least afford to be 
cau ght by it. It is now p retty 
generally adm itted tha t we are 
hav ing some inflation in 
this 
cou ntry —call it high cost of liv ­ 
ing, retu rning p rosp erity , or w hat 
y ou will. And already tha t infla­ 
tion is cau sing u neasiness am ong 
the workers in America. 
The m any strikes w hich we are 
hav ing ov er the cou ntry are a 
p roof of this. Up to this tim e the 
situ ation has not been so seriou s 
as it was du ring tha t inflationary 
p eriod du ring and im m ediately 
after the World War. B u t as in­ 
flation continu es and the cost of 
liv ing goes u p it is ev ident there 
is going to be more com p laint 
abou t high p rices and a greater 
dem and for higher wages. 
According to the Alex ander 
Ham ilton Institu te, the nu m ber 
of strikes in ou r nation showed a 
steady rise from 741 in 1932 to 
2,110 in 1936 . And there is ev i­ 
dence to indicate tha t 1937 is go­ 
ing to be a bigger y ear of strikes 
tha n the one ju st p assed. The In­ 
stitu te continu es tha t “it is con­ 
ceiv able tha t the situ ation m ight 
ev entu ally become more seriou s 
tha n a t any p rev iou s time. The 
federal gov ernm ent cou ld help 
m aterially to check the sp read of 
labor trou bles by balancing its

wick du ring a fog early today . 
Rescu ed by W hite Oak boat­ 
men, p assengers said a woman 
they believ ed to be a Mrs. Stew ­ 
a rt of C harlotte, N. C., was m iss­ 
ing. She boarded the v ehicle a t 
Jacksonv ille, Fla. ' 
The bu s left the highw ay a t 
3:30 au n., near a sm all bridge and 
tu rned u p on its side in fiv e feet 
of water. 
Mrs. J. L. Dru ry , W hite Oak 
resident, heard the crash and 
notified other residents of the 
small com mu nity . 
A rescu e force of eight m en 
secu red sm all boats and worked 
rap idly to ex tricate the p assen­ 
gers. 
“We were throw n from one side 
of the bu s to the other,” said G al­ 
en 
Thom p son 
of 
Storington, 
M aine, one of the inju red. “By 
breaking windows and op ening 
doors we were able to p rov ide 
ex its. Unable to see w hether we 
were in a wide riv er or a narrow 
creek, we did not leav e the bu s, 
bu t stood w ith w ater reaching to 
ou r necks u ntil boats arriv ed. If 
the w ater had been two feet 
higher I believ e all of u s wou ld 
hav e drow ned.” 
S. L. M etthew s of N orth Au gu s­ 
tas, Ga.f driv er of the bu s, su s­ 
tained a cu t in the face. 
Hosp ital p hy sicians said sev ­ 
eral of the p assengers su ffered 
fractu res, bu t none was consid­ 
ered in a seriou s condition.

“Ou r trade carries u s far and 
wide,’ ’he say s, “and it isn’t ex ­ 
p edient to hold fu nerals 
as 
deaths occu r. Many cou ldn’t ar­ 
riv e for them on time, so we de­ 
cided at the ou tset to fix the 
date and p lace of fu nerals.” 
He recalls that in the old day s 
they trav eled in wag on cara­ 
v ans with horses trailing and 
wou ld p itch tents at nig ht wher­ 
ev er they hap p ened to be. The 
children wou ld be sent to Cath­ 
olic conv ents to be edu cated. 
Today they ’re more stationary , 
bu t they hav en’t q u it their wan­ 
dering s altog ether. 
Mrs. Mary Carroll, 72, who 
lik es to be called the “mother of 
all Irish horse traders,” say s of 
the women:

LIFE IN THE ELEPHANT YET 
Some p olitical writers, esp ecially those who 
hav e consistently fav ored the New Deal p oli­ 
cies hav e regaled u s from time to time with 
statements to the effect that the Rep u blican 
Party is dead. They hav e p ointed ou t that the 
q o. P. senators hav e had comp arativ ely little 
to say abou t the Su p reme Cou rt issu e, p ermit­ 
ting the Democrats to lead the fight, and that 
the President’s p rogram is going throu gh with 
little op p osition on the p art of Rep u blican states­ 
men. 
This is u ndou btedly tru e. Perhap s there is, 
howev er, some p olitical strategy on the p art of 
Rep u blican statesmen, in shy ing away from lead­ 
ership in the Su p reme Cou rt fight. If they were 
to try to take the bit in their teeth, immediate­ 
ly wou ld there arise a cry that the Su p reme Cou rt 
bill was being made a p artisan issu e. This wou ld 
certainly crip p le op p osition to the bill. And cer­ 
tainly , too, the issu e is not one which concerns 
p olitics, bu t ev ery American, no matter to which 
p arty he belongs. Chairman Farley of the Dem­ 
ocratic Committee has made sev eral sp eeches 
attemp ting to line u p Democratic Party su p p ort 
for the President’s bill. This is only natu ral, be­ 
cau se the President’s p arty is in comp lete control 
of both branches of Congress. Bu t for Chairman 
Hamilton, of the Rep u blican Committee, to take 
u p cu dgels against the Su p reme Cou rt bill, wou ld 
certainly not be an ev idence of life on the p art 
of the Rep u blican Party , bu t an indication of 
p oor strategy . 
Aside from all this, howev er, there come in­ 
dications occasionally that the Rep u blican Party 
is not entirely defu nct. It mu st be remembeied 
that the Rep u blican state and local tickets ran 
way ahead of the national Rep u blican ticket in 
many instances in the p ast camp aign and that 
there are may cou nties in which the Rep u blicans 
are in solid control. Take the instance of the 
sp ecial election held in Onondaga Cou nty (Sy ra­ 
cu se), New York, recently , in which a general 
assembly man was to be chosen. The issu e of 
control of the New York legislatu re was at stake. 
The Rep u blican candidate carried all bu t two of 
the 8 4 election districts and won by ov er 8 ,000 
p lu rality . Last y ear when the v ote was twice as 
great the Rep u blicans won by only 5,8 00. The 
Rep u blicans hav e again gained control of the 
New York General Assembly . 
Of cou rse local elections are not indicativ e of 
national trends and it is easy to attach too mu ch 
significance to them. Yet the v ote at Sy racu se 
indicates that there is life in the old elep hant y et.

THE PHENOMENON OF STEEL 
Du ring the dep ression day s most of the hop es 
of recov ery were tied u p in one way or another 
with the heav y indu stries. Their imp rov ement, 
bu siness men believ ed, was fu ndamental to p rog­ 
ress. There cou ld be no su bstantial betterment 


of conditions while su ch indu stries as steel, which 
goes into so many p rodu cts, lagged behind. 
Assu ming all of these conclu sions to be sou nd 
and accu rate, recov ery has Indeed p assed from 
the realm of hop e to that of reality . For steel is 
booming. According to rep orts from Pittsbu rgh, 
that indu stry “is mov ing forward at an u np rece­ 
dented p ace. Mills in Pittsbu rgh district are be­ 
sieged with orders which offer bonu ses for qu ick 
deliv eries.” 
There are conceiv able circu mstances u nder 
which this news wou ld not constitu te cau se for 
gratification. If the boom in steel were trace­ 
able p rimarily to the armament race in Eu rop e, 
it cou ld not be attended by any great degree of 
satisfaction for Americans, becau se it wou ld be 
du e to a condition of artificiality and cou ld not 
be interp reted as reflecting basic indu strial im­ 
p rov ement at home. 
Rep orts from the indu stry indicate that the 
rearmament driv e has v ery little to do with the 
new demand for steel and that by far the great­ 
er p art of ou r steel is going into au tomobiles, 
railroads, bridges and other indu strial op era- 
tions. 
This being the case, we may v iew the fev er­ 
ish activ ities of the steel mills of Pennsy lv ania 
Ohio, Indiana and other p arts of the cou ntry 
with a cheerfu l sp irit. When so v ital a heav y 
indu stry as steel is mov ing ahead so swiftly , the 
cou ntry as a whole mu st necessarily be trav eling 
along in the same general direction.
